Wp of this Committee to be as follows: 


The Dean of the Faculty {exeofficio, chairman). 

The Principal of the College, ex-officio. 

Members of the Faculty with the rank of Professor. 
Certain members of the Faculty with the rank of 
Associate Professor, Assistant Professor or Lecturer, 
may be appointed to the Committee by the Board of 
Management and upon recommendation of the Faculty 
Council for the term of one year. 

(e) The Board may at its discretion and upon recommendation 
of the Faculty Council appoint other qualified persons 
tc & number not greater than three to act upon this 
Committee,” 


It was decided to make the following recommendations to the 
Board of Management: 


(1) That Mr. E.F. Sheffield, Registrar and Bursar of 
the College, be appointed Secretary of the Faculty Council. 


(2) That Associate Prof. Saunders be appointed to the 
Couneil (in accordance with section (d) of the Board's Minutes 
creating the Faculty Council) for a period of one year. .
